The task before the mosquito abate- 
ment forces the State great 
one. view the prospect for 
least doubling the present 8,000,- 
000 acres, and the increasing liquid 
waste problems which characterize 
expanding industry and growing com- 
munities, the potential the mosquito 
problem might almost regarded 
formidable. our out- 
look, however, that through your 
effectively organized and operated 
programs this significant public health 
problem and will resolved. 


This should certainly serve indi- 
that regard mosquito abate- 
ment agencies part the team 
health. have come con- 
sider the function mosquito abate- 
ment integral part environ- 
mental sanitation. The broad public 
health program which know today 
has gradually acquired the responsi- 
bilities which pertain human disease 
and conditions physical ill-being. 
has also been pub- 
lic health development that due 
financial limitations certain priorities 
have had recognized. This has 
always meant doing first things first. 
Accordingly the field mosquito 
control throughout the world, those 
vectors malaria, yellow fever, den- 
gue fever, filariasis, and encephalitis 
have understandably received primary 
attention from public health agencies. 
Today are fortunate being able 
say that, with the significant ex- 
ception encephalitis, these diseases 
are not objects public concern 
California.

New Definitions Needed 


must also responsive the 
constant changes taking place our 
physical and social environment, 
which require revised, not new, defi- 
nitions public health. Today 
find ourselves public health workers 
justifiably obliged direct significant 
effort toward the prevention condi- 
tions and practices which lead mal- 
nutrition, substandard housing, home 
accidents, air pollution, 
and excessive levels noxious pests— 
including mosquitos. All these con- 
ditions, permitted continue, ulti- 
mately lead significant impairment 
physical mental well-being. This 
broadened outlook health 
not peculiar the State California 
even the Nation. 


The constitution the World 
Health Organization, for example, 
complete physical, mental, and social 
well-being and not merely the absence 
disease and infirmity.’’ The 
Public Health Service some years ago 
went record recognizing pest 
mosquitos clearly the realm 
public health whenever they occur 
impair normal living. This concept 
must take into account the use the 
out-of-doors the vicinity the 
home and the variety situations 
where man must work earn his live- 
lihood, well recreational areas. 
Certainly California have had 
reeognize that substantial part 
our State characterized mos- 
quito problem which clearly impairs 
normal living. have also had 
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recognize that the public looks and 
expects local mosquito abatement 
agencies protect against this ad- 
verse influence their health and 
comfort. way does such recog- 
nition imply attention pest mos- 
quitos the exclusion vector 
mosquitos. California the separa- 
tion these two entities programs 
exceedingly difficult from ad- 
ministrative standpoint. The wide 
choice habitat Culex tarsalis, 
primary vector encephalitis Cali- 
fornia, and its general distribution 
throughout the State wherever mos- 
quitos occur, makes abatement all 
mosquito species which adversely af- 
fect the public well-being the most 
realistic approach the problem. 


New Sources Mosquito Problem 


contrast with the past, are 
now facing situation which mos- 
quito problems arise largely from 
water used for agricultural, indus- 
trial, community purposes. 
the case with mosquito abatement, 
the field public health has broad 
interest water far beyond that 
assuring its potability for drinking 
purposes. Both groups consult di- 
verse and related aspects water 
management the public interest. 
Further, water pollution control leg- 
islation identifies mosquito 
production ‘‘contamination’’ 
depending upon whether 
vector pest species occur result 
disposal liquid wastes (including 
excess irrigation water). Responsibil- 
ity for abating contaminations 
emergency basis rests with public 
health agencies. Water pollution con- 
trol boards have the duty control 
Mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts, course, are empowered within 
their own statute, engage correc- 
tive, preventive and emergency action 
mosquitos. The kind pre- 
ventive planning which impor- 
tant the present and future mos- 
quito abatement program equally 
important other endeavors envi- 
ronmental sanitation. Cooperative and 
integrated working relationships be- 
tween official agencies are essential 
achieve mosquito abatement and sani- 
tation objectives. 


Mosquito Source Reduction Emphasized 


Along the line environmental 
measures, pleased acknowl- 


edge and recognize the increasing 
emphasis upon mosquito source reduc- 
tion most mosquito abatement 
agencies the State. Those agencies 
participating the subvention pro- 
gram have had guide, since, 1949, 
the ‘‘Standards and Recommendations 
for Local Mosquito Control Agen- 
adopted that year the State 
recognize that the Basic Principles’’ 
contained these standards, which 
quote part, ‘‘A primary program 
shall continuously carried based 
the incorporation measures 
aimed progressive reduction 
known mosquito breeding 
were effect even before mosquito 
resistance the ‘‘miracle’’ insecti- 
cides became general reality. This 
mention made illustrate that the 
emphasis mosquito source reduc- 
tion has not been one resulting from 
desperation, but rather that under- 
lies all soundly operated mosquito 
abatement programs the past, the 
present, and undoubtedly, the future. 


brief reference the statute 
under which mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts operate also seems appropriate. 
The powers granted board 
trustees provide them with almost 
endless flexibility for exercising dis- 
cretion selecting the most effective 
means deal with the wide variety 
problems confronting every dis- 
trict. The optional exercise edu- 
cooperative, inter-agency, 
legal and direct abatement methods 
the district enables virtually every 
existing problem ultimately re- 
solved. 


Perhaps equal not even greater 
importance than abating existing 
sources, however, program pre- 
ventive planning aimed heading 
off potential problems prospect 
from water resources, industrial and 
community developments. This can 
best achieved your participating 
water use planning within your 
local jurisdiction. 


Preventive Planning 


well recognize the importance 
our department’s role preventive 
planning state and federal level. 
this regard, recent survey our 
Bureau Vector Control the State 
Department Finance resulted in- 
clusion the department budget for 
the coming year Water Projects 


Consultant, effective July 1957. 
approved the Legislature will 
assigned the responsibility nego. 
tiating with state and federal agencies 
assure that mosquito preventive 
measures are incorporated into water 
development plans throughout the 
State. This specialist will also attempt 
bridge the gap between the water 
development agencies and local mos- 
quito abatement programs making 
available you pertinent informa- 
tion regarding planning under way 
various sections the State. still 
sorely feel the need for increased con- 
sultation and service local programs 
mosquito source reduction plan- 
ning and demonstrations. Although 
have thus far not been granted 
additional personnel for this purpose, 
will our best expand this 
activity within the existing resources 
the Bureau Vector Control. 


Another need recognized and ap- 
proved the Department Finance 
that supervisory scientist posi- 
tion conjunction with the research 
activities the vector problems 
the State. This position, also hope- 
fully effective July 1957, will 
expected perform coordinating 
and technical guidance function for 
the mosquito control investigations. 
This should result maximum utili- 
zation the department’s resources 
well those the local mosquito 
abatement agencies and other cooper- 
ating institutions and agencies. The 
Department Finance survey, 
well technical review conducted 
simultaneously the Communicable 
Disease Center the Public Health 
Service, supplied both sanction and 
endorsement the mosquito research 
projects currently under way. 
must recognize that this research 
program has been under 
conditions extreme hardship and 
uncertainty the past. This the 
unfortunate lot many new pro- 
grams the early phase develop- 
ment. our firm belief, however, 
that this modest investigational effort 
will prove sound investment 
funds and time. The sustained sup- 
port which your association has pa- 
tiently given this vital activity has 
conviction that the research 
staff this program laboring in- 
dustriously work which basic 
the ultimate solutions our mosquito 
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problems. virtually im- 
possible establish timetable for 
production any research undertak- 
ing. Nevertheless, fact that 
only through diligent application 
research scientists these 
tasks that the needed technological 
advances are made. urge you con- 
tinue your support this program, 
and the scientists who are dedicated 
obtaining solutions, indeed solu- 
tions are had. reiterate that 
progress never comes stand still 
otherwise fail utilize the course 
achieve it. 


Eligibility for Subvention 


Another matter interest you 
all, sure, the stated viewpoint 
the Department Finance and the 
Legislative Auditor’s Office, shared 
our department, concerning the 
eligibility local agen- 
for subvention. Concurrence ex- 
ists that only those agencies with 
need for subvention will 
regarded eligible the future for 
operational support. This does not 
pertain eligibility receive basic 
allocation. Accordingly, our pro- 
posal confine operational support 
during the next Fiscal Year those 
agencies operating tax rate 
cents per $100 assessed valuation 
higher.

and Disaster Planning 

should next like shift the 
understanding that thus far local mos- 
quito abatement districts across the 
State have not been integrated into 
the medical and health activities 
this program. need hardly men- 
tioned that the personnel and equip- 
ment resources which exist within the 
agencies comprising your association 
are incalculable importance the 
people our State the event 
either extreme artificial natural 
disaster. Briefly stated, the state dis- 
aster plan imposes tremendous re- 
sponsibility our department. Dur- 


ing normal times, the Medical and 
Health Division the California Dis- 
aster Office division the De- 
partment Public Health. This 
division responsible for developing 
the plan for utilizing needed person- 
nel, squipment and material resources 
which are depended upon whenever 
disaster arises. That portion the 
planned program which most directly 
concerns the mosquito control agencies 
associated with the areas vector 
control and decontamination. Our 
Bureau Vector Control charged 
with directing and carrying out such 
activities within the regional and local 
disaster offices. The California Pest 
Control Operators Association has al- 
ready volunteered its services assist 
the Bureau Vector Control staff 
emergency vector control and decon- 
tamination activities the event 
disaster. addition, hoped and 
herewith proposed that the Califor- 
nia Mosquito Control Association, 
through its member agencies, will like- 
wise volunteer its services these im- 
portant functions. This can accom- 
plished contacting your respective 
local county Civil Defense Office 
and requesting assignment medical 
and health services. Provision will 
thereupon made assure use 
your personnel vector control and 
decontamination functions. part 
your local civil defense and disaster 
organization, your resources would 
first all used protect your 
immediate locality disaster 
there. Should the need exist for serv- 
ice elsewhere the State the ab- 
sence local disaster, your services 
vector control and decontamination 
would assured elsewhere. 


Enrollment official local civil 
defense and disaster organization 
now, before ‘‘extreme 
exists, addition serving the peo- 
ple our State, also provides the 
following advantages for mosquito 
abatement districts and their per- 
sonnel 

All enrolled employees automat- 
ically become eligible for state work- 
men’s compensation should they 
injured while serving disaster 
service workers while engaging 
disaster training activities. 

Through the medium predisas- 
ter planning you become eligible for 
rapid reimbursement for goods and 
services expended, provided for 
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Bulletin No. 106 and Supplement, 
California Disaster Office. 

Mosquito abatement districts may 
acquire federal surplus property 
submitting requests through the ac- 
eredited local civil defense 
and disaster organization which 
they are enrolled. This program was 
initiated November, 1956, and 
the California Disaster Office. 


Possession civil defense identi- 
fication cards, issued advance 
disaster, permits immediate movement 
holder during civil defense emer- 
gencies. These passes usually author- 
ize holders pass control 
points perform their duties. 


Mosquito Control 1957 


What store for mosquito con- 
trol agencies Although 
sometimes seems avail little Cali- 
fornia, always well look 
retrospect what has recently hap- 
pened. glimpse 1956 shows that 
California was consistent with respect 
having unusual weather. expe- 
rienced one our most rugged win- 
ters history which floods left 
destruction several areas through- 
out the State. above-normal snow 
pack was experienced the moun- 
tains Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia. normal rainfall had con- 
tinued, threat serious spring flood 
prevailed the Central Valley. How- 
ever, subnormal rainfall followed 
dissipate this danger. moderate 
summer with only limited period 
high temperatures ultimately gave 
way autumn and the subsidence 
moderate mosquito season. Thus far 
this winter, have been faced with 
perhaps the weirdest drought the 
past 100 years. 


During 1956 only cases mos- 
quito-borne encephalitis were con- 
firmed our laboratory. Fourteen 
these were Western Equine and the 
remaining seven, St. Louis encephali- 
tis. 1,047 mosquito pools tested 
Sutter, San Joaquin, Fresno and Kern 
Counties, only two isolations St. 
Louis virus were made. One hundred 
forty-three pools yielded Western 
Equine virus and pools showed the 
recently discovered encephalitis 
virus. addition, only six confirmed 
eases encephalitis horses were 
reported 1956. additional 
suspected cases horses have 
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been reported. With respect ma- 
laria, only four have been con- 
firmed indigenous. Thus, California 
experienced one the lightest years 
mosquito-borne disease occurrence 
its history, with 1956 being the sec- 
ond consecutive year relatively 
low incidence. just what 
tion circumstances this may 
attributed, remains speculative. Ac- 
cordingly, what will develop this year 
defies prediction. 

These remarks have attempted 
encompass considerable range our 
common interests. The substance 
what have tried convey suggests 
our need stand back, now and then, 
and take objective look our- 
selves, our programs, and our prog- 
ress. certainly find this 
necessary the sharply defined pub- 
health programs for which our 
department shares responsibility. 
would satisfaction and justifiable 
plagiarism could say: ‘‘* 
quito control progress our 
most important

Four successive outbreaks Sal- 
monella typhimurium food poisoning 
have been traced food handlers 
private club Los Angeles County. 
Investigation following the last out- 
break reported, involving persons, 
showed that three the five em- 
ployees were employed three previ- 
ous banquets associated with 
salmonellosis. (See previous issues 
California’s Health.) 

Onset symptoms was from 
hours and consisted high fever, 
diarrhea, nausea, chills, disturbed vi- 
sion, numbness and fainting. Average 
duration the symptoms was from 
two four days. 

Roast turkey and baked ham were 
placed unrefrigerated serving ta- 
bles approximately two hours before 
the banquet. Potato salad was pre- 
pared the day before the banquet and 
held under refrigeration until served. 
Serving the meal was delayed one 
hour beyond the scheduled time. 

laboratory specimens were col- 
however, the reported illness 
two children who ate turkey sand- 
wiches prepared from the left-over 
turkey indicated contamination the 
turkey. quite possible that other 
foods may have been contaminated. 


Two Staph Outbreaks Reported

High Free Residual Effective 


The use high free residual chlo- 
rine swimming pools disposes the 
need for standard bacterial tests, ac- 
Dr. Elizabeth Robinton 
and Louise Elliot Smith Col- 
lege, and Erie Mood Yale Uni- 
versity. 

Tests conducted samples from 
four swimming pools under varying 
conditions show that high free resid- 
ual chlorination produces water free 
pathogenic bacteria. accurate 
titrations the chlorine residuals 
are carried out routinely, they stated, 
bacterial standards need not used 
determine the safety swimming 
pool water. 

This new concept grew out 
search for procedure that would 
keep pace with the latest develop- 
ments swimming pool water treat- 
ment. Accepted bacterial tests, they 
said, are not sufficiently delicate 
precise determine the relatively few 
organisms which survive high free 
residual chlorination. 

Such chlorination, relatively new 
treatment the United States, 
effective even during peak swimming 
loads and easy maintain. Also, 
they pointed out, free chlorine resid- 
uals eliminate the chance that swim- 
ming pool will transmit bacterial dis- 
ease. Levels chlorination can 
almost immediately ascertained, but 
bacterial tests may take hours 
more. 


Orange County Man Dies 
Rabies; 106th Recorded Death 


The 106th recorded human death 
due rabies occurred Orange 
County last month. The victim, resi- 
dent Anaheim, was bitten his 
dog last however, the source 
infection indefinite. The dog disap- 
peared that month. The dog also bit 
the man’s son, who currently under 
preventive treatment. The son said his 
father has always befriended strays 
and quite possible was bitten 
some other animal. 

The victim became ill April 7th, 
complaining headache and nausea; 
also experienced difficulty swal- 
lowing. was admitted the Ana- 
heim Hospital where seemingly 
improved. April 9th, became 
quite apprehensive, fear 
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water. April 11th went ber- 
serk and escaped from the hospital 
breaking out glass door. The hos- 
pital staff, unable restrain him, 
summoned police who took him 
the Orange County Hospital where 
died April 11th. The Orange 
County Hospital resident was the first 
suspect rabies. 


least people, physicians, 
nurses, and police, are undergoing 
being contact with the patient. 

The last known human death due 
Bakersfield woman was bitten 
skunk Tulare County and subse- 
quently died. 


California, for the period 1910- 
1956, there has been one human death 
from rabies for every 223 recorded 
cases animal rabies. 


April 30, 1957, there have 
been reported cases animal ra- 
bies. these five occurred dogs, 
skunks, six bovine animals, and 
one each and foxes.
